The Senate Armed Services Committee 
approved the pay raise bill for military 
physicians and dentists and sent it to the 
Senate floor on 16 April. Two days later 
it was called up on the floor and passed. 

Hearings also were completed on the 
Family Medical Care plan and the Com- 
mittee was due to favorably report the 
bill as THE JOURNAL went to press. 

Minor amendments made by the Sen- 
ate Committee will call for further 
House consideration. 

In approving the Doctor Career Incen- 
tive plan, the Senate Committee added 
an amendment which makes it possible 
for doctors to start drawing increased in- 
centive pay at the end of two years’ serv- 
ice.

Army Begins “Career Category” Plan; 
158 Reserves Selected For Retention 


The Army has picked 158 Reserve of- 
ficers for retention on active duty who 
normally would have been released to in- 
active duty upon completion of 20 years’ 
service. 

The selections, including six colonels, 
53 lieutenant colonels, 73 majors and 26 
captains, were made from approximately 
1,400 officers whose commitments expire 
during the fiscal year ending 30 June 
1957. 

This is the first group of Reserve Of- 
ficers named for retention under terms of 


the Army’s newly adopted “Career Cate- 
gory” program. 
Those chosen for continued service 





were named from three categories. The 
first group includes officers with out- 
standing performance records. The sec- 
ond group is made up of officers who are 
needed to fill billets in understrength 
branches of the Army. The third group 
is comprised of officers with critical skills 
who cannot be immediately replaced. 

All selectees will be eligible for ad- 
vancement under normal procedures and 
those in the outstanding group will be 
subject to normal assignment, schooling 
and utilization policies, the Army said.

SHAPE command has 
impressed the NATO 
nations, while he has 
long been close to 
President Eisenhower, 
who frequently has 
sought his advice. In 
light of the dwindling 
ground forces of our

well may be that even greater emphasis is to be given to 
air power in defense of Western Europe. 

The services were particularly interested in General 
Gruenther’s comments upon his decision to retire,—to 
make way for a younger man (General Gruenther is 57) 
and “new ideas.” He recalled that he had served 16 years 
as a lieutenant after graduation from the U. S. Military 
Academy. “At the time,” he said, “I wondered why the 
people at the top did not retire. A few months ago, I com- 
pleted over 14 years as a general officer and then it oc- 
curred to me that I should be moving out.” His successor, 
whom he recommended to the President, is, he said, “not 
only an ideal choice, but a better choice than I was.” 

General Norstad having already served three years as 
Deputy Commander is now committed to a further and 
indeterminate tour as Supreme Commander. The fact that 
he is the first Air Force officer to hold such a high joint 
command will serve as a morale stimulant to that service. 


SOME NEWSMEN attending the F-104A roll-out at 
Palmdale AFB, Fla., were of the opinion that the showing 
of this aircraft would greatly offset Congressional criti- 
cism that the U. S. was lagging behind the Soviets in 
supersonic airpower. It was noted that the Starfighter 
was brought into public light simultaneously with the 
opening of hearings by a subcommittee headed by former 
Air Force Secretary W. Stuart Symington. Chatting with 
reporters during the flight demonstration of the F-104A, 
General O. P. Weyland, USAF, Commander of TAC, said 
that this plane “has a decided edge over any other plane 
in the world today.” 


GENERAL MAXWELL D. TAYLOR'S plans to leave Sat- 
urday, 14 April, for a two-week trip to Europe were thrown 
a little off balance when the Joint Chiefs of Staff were 
called into special session Monday—a session described by 
a Pentagon spokesman as “so important that each Service 
had to be represented by its top man and not by a deputy.” 
The session over, however, the Army Chief of Staff took 
off Tuesday night. His itinerary includes Newfoundland, 
Iceland, London, Oslo, Heidelberg, Berlin, Bonn, Paris, and 
Spain. His original schedule called for his return to Wash- 
ington on 1 May but this probably now will be delayed.

Chairman to publish “to the greatest extent possible” the 
information it gets about the relative strength of U. S. 
and Communist airpower. Admiral Davis was recalled to 
active duty by Defense Secretary Wilson for the purpose 
of culling secret information from the testimony. The first 
witnesses to be called this week were General of the Army 
Omar N. Bradley, USA-Ret., General Walter B. Smith, 
USA-Ret., and Central Intelligence Agency Director Allan 
Dulles. The two Generals were heard in public session and 
Mr. Dulles’ testimony was received behind closed doors. 
Both General Bradley and General Smith said they were 
not qualified to testify on present AF strength because 
they had been retired too long, but the two officers agreed 
that they and other top officials had failed to properly 
estimate the postwar air-atomic power of the Soviet Union. 
Senator Symington opened the hearings with a promise to 
make a “thorough and orderly inquiry” into all phases of 
the Communist and U. S. airpower positions, including 
nuclear weapons, aircraft, missiles, bases, adequacy of main- 
tenance programs and reserve strength. He said the Com-

THE ARMY’S DEPENDENT SCHOOL problem in 
Europe, first disclosed in THE JOURNAL on 7 April, and sub- 
sequently solved by Secretary Brucker (THE JOURNAL, 14 
April), drew the ire of Senator Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 
Minn.) The Senator revealed this week that he wrote to 
the Army about the problem on 12 March and, failing to 
receive a reply to his letter, asked the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee to look into the “blunder.” When informed 
by THE JOURNAL that Secretary Brucker had taken correc- 
tive steps to provide the necessary funds for the schools, 
the Senator’s office did some further checking with the 
Army and was advised that Secretary Brucker had not 
heard about the problem until last week. Senator Hum- 
phrey told THE JOURNAL, “Now that Secretary Brucker has 
acted to restore the dependent educational system in 
Europe to normal, Congressional action no longer appears 
imperative.” He added, “However, I must say that Army 
personnel and classroom teachers in the USAREUR pro- 
gram deserve an explanation as to why this condition was 
permitted to occur as well as assurance that it will not 
happen again.” 


THE PARRIS ISLAND INQUIRY into the death of six 
young Marine recruits may erupt into a full-scale Con- 
gressional investigation. Strong pressure is being exerted 
by numerous Representatives and Senators to have the 
House Armed Services special investigating subcommittee 
probe the tragedy. Representative Augustine B. Kelley 
(D-Pa) says it is “absurd” to have the Marine Corps in- 
vestigate itself. Chairman Vinson has steadfastly main- 
tained that the Committee will take no action until the 
Marine Corps board of inquiry completes its own investiga- 
tion and the Committee has had time to study and review 
the findings. To do otherwise would only prejudice the work 
of the court of inquiry, Mr. Vinson believes. Correspond- 
ence on the subject has been heavy, however, and some 
members are persistent in their demands for an “impartial” 
investigation. If it comes—and there’s a good chance it 
will—the probe is likely to cover the entire philosophy 
underlying Marine Corps boot training, as well as many 
individual problems which have been brought to the at- 
tention of the Congress as a result of the current tragedy. 


A COMPREHENSIVE STUDY of the dual compensation 
laws which bar retired officers from Government posts in 
which their services could be utilized to advantage will 
get under way next week. A special House Armed Services 
subcommittee, headed by Representative Paul J. Kilday 
(D-Tex) will call top Pentagon officials on 25 April to ex- 
plain the why’s and wherefore’s of the present dual pay 
restrictions and to recommend whatever changes the De- 
fense Department feels are necssary. Representatives of 
the Civil Service (Commission—which has been making its 
own independent study—may also be called before the 
committee.

Control System Asked 


A better system of air traffic control to 
conserve America’s “Vanishing airspace” 
was urged 11 April by Stuart G. Tipton, 
president of the Air Transport Associa- 
tion, in a luncheon address before the 
Society of American Engineers’ Air 
Transport Section in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Tipton suggested immediate steps 
to install at a greatly accelerated pace 
devices available which can at once in- 
troduce greater capacity and flexibility 
into the control of air traffic. He also 
called for simultaneous steps to develop 
a bold, new, revolutionary future system 
of controlling aerial traffic.

2—Prohibit hospitalization of depend- 
ents in military medical facilities for 
domiciliary care and elective treatments, 
and to set a six-month time limit on the 
period during which dependents may be 
hospitalized in military facilities for nerv- 
ous and mental disorders and chronic 
diseases. 

3—Give dependents the right to choose 
between civilian and military hospitals. 
The House bill gives the Defense Secre- 
tary authority to place dependents in 
military medical facilities if they are 
readily available. The Budget Bureau 
said it believes the bill makes care in 
military facilities “more desirable than 
in community facilities for a number of 
reasons. One of the chief reasons is the 
fact that the uniformed service facilities 
will provide out-patient care and their 
charges to the dependent for in-patient 
care will normally be less than in com- 
munity facilities.” Therefore, the section 
assuring continued use of military facili- 
ties is not needed. 

4—Repeal subsistence charges for re- 
tired enlisted men hospitalized in Govern- 
ment facilities. 

5—Eliminate the section giving special 
status to retired personnel with more 
than 30 years service. The Budget Bureau 
said the interests of such personne! al- 
ready are protected and that the section 
“is not necessary.” 





Senate Group Amends 
Doctor Career Bill 


The Senate Armed Services Committee 
—in addition to moving up the first in- 
crease in special incentive pay for mili- 
tary physicians and dentists (see story, 
page 1)—also made the following changes 
in the Medical Career Incentive bill: 

The section of the bill authorizing con- 
structive service for pay longevity pur- 
poses of four years for dentists and five 
years for physicians who have completed 
internships, was amended to expressly 
exclude from the benefits of this provision 
medical and dental officers who are re- 
tired prior to 1 May 1956. Reserve officers 
retired under Title III also are excluded 
from the benefits of this section unless 
they perform active duty after 1 May 
1956. 

The Committee said these revisions 
were adopted “on the premise that the 
principal purpose of the bill is to induce 
medical and dental officers to volunteer 
for a career of active military service.” 

The Committee also adopted language 
preventing medical and dental officers 
from being deprived of the opportunity of 
making an election under the Uniformed 
Services Contingency Option Act of 1953, 
solely by virtue of the longevity pay 
credit provided in the bill. 

Under USCOA, officers must exercise 
their election prior to completion of 18 
years’ service for pay purposes. The con- 
structive service with which officers will 
be credited under the terms of the new 
bill would deprive some officers of the 
opportunity to exercise their election. The 
Committee amendment gives officers so 
affected 12 months after the effective date 
of the new act to make their election.

Jet Planes From AF 


The Air Force has agreed to lend the 
Army three jet training planes. 

The twin-jet aircraft, known in the Air 
Force as T-37's, will be turned over to 
the Army sometime after 1 Jan. 1957. 
There’s a possibility that the Army will 
be provided additional “loan” planes at 
a later date—perhaps as many as 10. 

Last July, the Army requested permis- 
sion to place a contract with the Cessna 
Aircraft Co. for a number of the 400- 
mile-an-hour trainers. It is the Army’s 
contention that it must have faster air- 
craft to support its combat troops in 
light of atomic-age improved antiaircraft 
weapons which could destroy its slower 


planes. 

It also is felt that ground forces must 
be provided with longer range planes 
which will be required to probe deep into 


enemy territory because of the increased 
capabilities and great ranges of guided 
missiles. 

The Army, however, was blocked from 
purchasing the Cessna jets when Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson rejected the 
plan. At that time, he ordered the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to review a 1952 Service 
agreement which limits the Army’s role 
in aviation. 

To date, the dispute is still unsettled. 

The type of plane it is borrowing, the 
Army explains, is not considered the an- 
swer to its specific need, nor is it a type 
finally to be settled upon. 

The borrowed planes will be used by 
the Army to develop aviation doctrines 
which later can be applied in combat 
situations, 

Next Spring, Army pilots will put the 
borrowed jets through their paces in a 
simulated battlefield maneuver.

2d Armored Will Run 
Draper Competition 


The Second Armored Division has been 
selected to run the 1956 competition for 
the Draper Trophy. The award will be 
presented to the outstanding tank pla- 
toon of the division after exhaustive tests 
and competition sometime in October. 


The Draper Trophy was established in 
1925 by Col. Wickliffe P. Draper who set 
up a fund to provide for an annual award 
in an effort to stimulate training and 
development of Cavalry small unit lead- 
ers. Initially the award was in the form 
of a cash prize for each member of the 
winning platoon. Needless to say, com- 
petition was extremely keen. In 1946 the 
award was changed to become an Ar- 
mored Cavalry Leadership Test, and in 
1950 the award was made to a tank pla- 
toon as well as to a platoon from an 
Armored Cavalry Regiment. This first 
tank platoon was in the 2d Armored Di- 
vision then at Ft. Hood, Tex. In 1951 the 
fund was overhauled and cash awards 
were discontinued, substituting a large 
master Trophy supplemented with indi- 
vidual trophies for the members of the 
winning platoon. Finally, in 1955 a pro- 
posal was adopted establishing the award 
for Armored units on an Army-wide 
basis. 

Competition is now limited to tank 
platoons of the competing division. The 
parent company will retain possession 
of a master trophy until the next annual 
award, and in addition to this, will re- 
ceive a suitable plaque for permanent re- 
tention. Individual trophies will be 
awarded to members of the winning pla- 
toon. ‘ 

No standard criteria has been laid down 
for this year’s competition, and Maj. Gen. 
Clark L. Ruffner, Commanding General, 
2d Armored Division, has been given a 
free hand in devising the test to be used. 
As now planned, the test will last about 
36 hours and will include the Army Phys- 
ical Fitness Test, range firing, technical 
inspections of equipment, inspection of 
billets, and a tactical test with a portion 
of this test conducted at night. During 
the conduct of the tactical test the pla- 
toons will be rated in all phases of op- 
eration including communications, resup- 
ply and maintenance. In brief, it is 
planned to test the platoons in all pos- 
sible phases and types of situations. 

The competing platoons must be com- 
manded by Lieutenants and all past rec- 
ords pertaining to the platoon will be 
available to the testing team. 

The tests will be conducted by a team 
selected by the division and staged at 
the Baumholder training area.

where pilots will be trained to handle 
them. It is this craft which the Corps 
hopes ultimately will provide tactical air- 
lift for its three divisions and wings. This 
large “chopper” is able to haul more than 
20 combat-equipped Marines and is seen 
as playing a leading role in the Marine 
Corps-developed “vertical assault” con- 
cept. The HR2S-1 also is able to carry 
heavy pieces of ordnance and equipment, 
either externally in nets and slings, or 
internally, loaded through clam-shell 


| doors in the bow. 


Early in ’57, the Corps begins to take 
deliveries of the Sikorsky HUS-1. This 
type is similar in appearance to the 
Sikorsky HRS, which has been used by 
the Marine Corps since 1951. The HUS-1, 
however, is a little larger than the HRS 
and can deliver twice the payload. 

The HUS-1 is an interim model stand- 
ing between the HRS and the HR2S. 





USMC ’Copter Guides 
LVTH-6 To Beachhead 


The Marine Corps is striving to perfect 
a new method of guiding its amphibious 
assault landing vehicles through treach- 
erous waters and onto “enemy” beaches. 

At a recent demonstration at Camp 
Del Mar, near Camp Pendleton, Calif, 
about 100 Marine observers witnessed 
the first radio remote controlled landing 
of a Corps’ heavy amphibian. 

An H-55 helicopter acted as a control 
point for the large vehicle and steered it 
through pounding surf and onto a beach 
where it moved into firing position and 
drove over a sand dune obstacle course. 

For the purposes of the test, the ve- 
hicle was crewless. Instead of a crew, a 
complex radio receiving set was installed 
in the LVTH-6. 

Marine officials pointed out that such 
a techinque affords a ’copter pilot a far 
better view of the surf and beach condi- 
tions than can be seen by a driver man- 
euvering the low-slung amphibian at sea. 

If the radio-controlled landing method 
is perfected, the capsizing factor will be 
substantially reduced. 

Headquarters Marines point out that 
as yet no tactical application has been 
developed for such landings. At a later 
date, if radio-controlled landings prove 
themselves, it is said, the Corps may be 
able to adapt the new technique to com- 
bat situations. 

Even if such landings do not prove 
feasible under fire, the technique may 
prove useful in bringing supplies onto a 
secured beachhead, with a saving of man- 
| power.

Engine Change In C-54 In 3 Hrs. 10 Min. 


Personnel of the 1700th Field Mainte- 
nance Squadron, Kelly AFB, Tex., re- 
cently made a block engine change on 
a Douglas C-54 “Skymaster” in what 
may be record time. 

The old engines of C-54 #9100 were 
run up prior to the change at 0900 hours. 
The new engines were all installed and 
the first started at 1255 hours; all four 
were running 4 minutes later. The en- 
tire crew knocked off for a 45 minute 
lunch break giving a total elapsed time 
for the four-engine change of 3 hours, 
10 minutes. 

A four engine change is something of 
a rare bird in the maintenance business, 
this one being the first for the 1700th 
Field Maintenance Squadron this year. 
The speedy change was performed to see 
just how well new techniques that have 
been recently introduced by the squadron 
would cut down out-of-commission time 
on the group’s aircraft. No effort was 
made to make this a rush operation other 
than that all the crews started work at 
the same time, knocked off for lunch at 
the same time, and did not take any 
other breaks. 

The difference between the fast and 
slow change is that much of the work 
formerly done on the engines during the 





installation procedure is now done in the 
1700th Field Maintenance Squadron’s 
engine shops. For example, each engine 
is pre-oiled, spark plugs are installed, 
carburetor air scoops are installed, cylin- 
der drain lines are installed and all con- 
trol cables are adjusted and safetied be- 
fore the engines leave the shops. 

Another time saving technique that 
was used only on one of 9100’s engines 
is the installation of cowled engines in- 
stead of putting on the cowling after the 
engine has been installed. The installa- 
tion of the complete unit is made pos- 
sible through the use of a special en- 
gine sling designed by Mr. Charles 
Moore, chief of the 1700th’s engine shops 

Established standards for a four-en- 
gine change allow 288 man hours for 
the engine mechanics, 40 hours for the 
propeller men, 60 hours for electricians, 
and 60 hours for instrument men—a total 
of 448 man hours. Only 105 man hours 
were required for the block change on 
9100. 

Maintenance Squadron personnel esti 
mate that fast change techniques will cut 
aircraft out-of-commission time by ap- 
proximately 50 per cent and man hours 
per engine change by about one third. 





3 Win Top Honors 
At Mather AFB School 


Three members of the Observers’ In- 
structor School at Mather AFB, Calif., 
have been cited as distinguished grad- 
uates. 

This is the first time in the school’s 
four-year history it has had that many 
distinguished graduates in one class.

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ARDC Building Giant “Ski Jump” To Test 
Aerial Delivery Equipment For Army 


A test structure to study parachute de- 
livery of military equipment under labo- 
ratory-controlled conditions is under con- 
struction at the Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command's Wright Air Develop- 
ment Center, Ohio. 

The steel drop test facility looks like 
the skeleton of a giant ski jump. 

It is being constructed by the WADC 
Equipment Laboratory with Army 
funds and will be used by the Air Force 
to develop improved aerial delivery 
equipment for the Army. 

Improved shock absorbers, anti-top- 





pling devices, and aerial delivery plat- 
forms are expected to result from use of 
the facility. It will not be used to test 
parachutes. 

The giant “ski jump” is 365 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. At one end it is 85 feet 
above the ground, and slants over a dis- 
tance of 165 feet down to a point 50 feet 
above the ground. The final 200 feet of 
the structure runs 50 feet above the 
ground. An overhead monorail, from 
which the test equipment is supported, 
runs down the center length of the struc- 
ture. 





Housing At AC&W 


Stations Progresses 


Progress reports on family housing at 
Aircraft Control and Warning stations 
in the Air Defense Command show that 
tenancy has been established at 23 of 
the 48 stations provided for in the June 
1955 increment involving 434 units. 

Of the remaining 25 stations, all are 
either under construction or under con- 
tract, with construction on at least 10 
stations slated to get under way by 1 
May. 

As the $3.7 million increment moves 
toward completion, a request for 1,213 
units, including permanent, mobile and 
other types, for 74 more stations is await- 
ing Congressional action. 

In the original group, 47 stations were 
assigned five three-bedroom and four 
two-bedroom houses, while the 48th sta- 
tion was given six three-bedroom and five 
two-bedroom units.

Taylor, jr., Eighth Air Force staff chap- 
lain, announced. 

Guests at the conference included 
Chaplain (Col.) Glenn J. Witherspoon, 
Headquarters USAF, and Chaplain (Col.) 
Charles W. Marteney, staff chaplain, 
Headquarters SAC. Maj. Gen. James C. 
Selser, jr., deputy commander of the 
Eighth Air Force, addressed the confer- 
ence-opening formal dinner at the Offi- 
cers Club. Brig. Gen. David A. Burchinal, 
Eighth AF chief of staff, also attended 
the dinner. 


At the conference sessions Chaplain 
Taylor reported on the USAF Staff Chap- 
lain conference held in March. Chaplain 
Marteney discussed administration of 
SAC policies and procedures while chap- 
lain facilities, funds and supply were ex- 
plained by Chaplain Witherspoon. 

Base chaplains presented papers on 
various phases of chaplains’ work. Chap- 
Jain (Maj.) George C. Fisher of Dow AFB 
spoke on the base program of religious 
education, and Chaplain (Maj.) Francis 
G. Geigel of Smoky Hill AFB, talked 
on the character guidance lecture pro- 
gram. 


Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Roy M. Terry of 
Westover AFB discussed the preaching 
mission program, and Chaplain (Maj.) 
Karl F. Schofer of Whiteman AFB spoke 
on the chaplain and the problem airman. 


Other delegates to the conference in- 
cluded Chaplain (Maj.)

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An equipment-loaded platform, weigh- 
ing up to 25,000 pounds, will be released 
and will roll free down the overhead 
monorail.

The load will then 
fall into a pit and results of the test will 
be mechanically observed and recorded. 

ARDC’s engineers will be able to vary 
the vertical and horizontal velocities 
with which the cargo hits the ground, 
and thus develop more refined parachute 
delivery equipment. 

The facility will be able to impose up 
to 35 feet per second vertical velocity, 
simulating the slowing down effects of a 
parachute, and up to 50 feet per second 
horizontal velocity, simulating the effects 
of winds on the parachute.

First in Aviation 


Newest Century Fighter. While industry ex- 
perts and the aviation press expected big things 
of the much-heralded Lockheed F-104A they 
were frankly astounded at its stupendous dem- 
onstration of speed and its astonishingly high 
rate of climb during its first showing. THE 
JOURNAL’S reporter who viewed the demonstra- 
tion at Palmdale, Calif., this week (see his story 
on the back page of this issue), was almost as 
much impressed by the reaction of the select 
audience as he was by the plane itself. Not only 
were General Nathan F. Twining, Air Force Chief 
of Staff, and General O. P. Weyland, TAC com- 
mander, lavish in their praise of the new weapon, 
but also telling were the comments of Maj. Gen. 
Albert Boyd, ARDC Deputy Commander for 
Weapons Systems, and Brig. Gen. J. Stanley 
Holtoner, Commander of the Air Force Flight 
Test Center, who have flown it. General Boyd 
said, “It is the most compact package of speed, 
maneuverability, and striking power that I have 
flown to date,” while General Holtoner remarked 
upon its ‘beautiful handling characteristics,” 
adding that “formation flying is easily accom- 
plished throughout the speed range.” 


All seem confident that it is far ahead of any- 
thing the Red Air Force now has flying. They are 
equally confident that the Air Force soon will be 
permitted to make official speed runs with it to 
recapture the world’s record set just a short 
while ago by a British fighter which flew at 
1,132 miles an hour. 


The vast amount of planning and research 
which goes into such a weapon is hard to con- 
ceive. It owes its performance to a happy com- 
bination of the skill, planning, and research of its 
manufacturer working with the research agen- 
cies of the Air Force and the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. Just as this vital de- 
fense team has produced this weapon it will in the 
future produce ones with even higher perform- 
ance. The studies now under way into the prob- 
lems of aerodynamic heating will, one may be 
sure, break the thermal barrier and open the way 
to speeds now impossible. 

An example of current research and testing 
was also unveiled for a brief look this week when 
North American’s Rocketdyne Division and the 
Air Force gave the press a glimpse of the Pro- 
pulsion Field Laboratory at Santa Susana 
Mountain, Calif. (see story on page 31). What 
they saw was a forecast of the future—of rockets 
that will make our forces more powerful and 
effective. 


Truly, America’s team of research scientists, 
production engineers, and industry has gone a 
long way since the post-war lapse—and it will 
go a lot farther. 


Historic Army Units. A step in the right di- 
rection has been taken in the Army’s decision to 
find active spots for those of its famed and his- 
toric unit designations now held by units slated 
for inactivation (see details in last week’s 
JOURNAL). Four of these designations will be 
transferred to outfits scheduled to continue on 
the active list, while the Army promises that a 
spot will be found for the fifth. 


Recognition of the high morale value of his- 
tory and tradition came a little late, but, hap- 
pily, is gaining momentum through such opera- 
tions as Gyroscope, establishment of lecture 
series, museums, etc. Our period in history is 
short compared with that of the old world, but it 
is a lively and full one, the traditions of which 
our fighting men, given a little encouragement, 
are proud to feel they have a part in carrying 
forward.

Honor General Pershing. The American 
Battle Monuments Commission already has em- 
barked upon its study looking toward the prepa- 
ration of plans and estimates for the erection of a 
memorial to the late John J. Pershing, General 
of the Armies of the United States. The bill au- 
thorizing this action, sigried by President Eisen- 
hower last week, further directs the Commission 
to make recommendations to Congress “at the 
earliest practicable date” as to the site and 
design. . 

We are assured that the Commission, which 
General Pershing headed for so many years, will

be prepared to submit its recommendations as to 
site, plans, and estimates within a very short 
time. We hope that Congress will act promptly 
upon these recommendations and provide the 
necessary money so that work on this great 
project can get underway at the earliest possible 
date. General Pershing’s place in history is as- 
sured, but an impressive memorial would serve as 
a constant reminder to our people, particularly 
the younger ones, of the great debt this nation 
owes to him for his outstanding leadership both 
in World War I and in shaping the National De- 
fense Act which was the foundation upon which 
our meager forces were kept alive in the period 
between the wars.

10 Years Ago — The unification pot continued to 
boil this week as President Truman became more 
specific in his charges that Navy personnel were lob- 
bying and propagandizing against his recommenda- 
tions. After some confusion as to names and places, 
the White House said that one act which raised the 
President’s wrath was an interview given out by 
RAdm. Aaron S. Merrill, USN, in which he said that 
if unification should come “it is my belief that when 
the next war comes we will need the finest Army 
and Air Force in the world because, with a greatly 
weakened Navy, submerged under Army control, the 
fighting will be on our shores.” 


50 Years Ago — Amid the somber scenes following 
the appalling calamity which has befallen the city of 
San Francisco, one fact stands out resplendent and 
inspiring, and that is that the Army was ready for 
the emergency. With the city in panic under condi- 
tions which the local police could hardly have ex- 
pected to master, with the fire department rendered 
impotent by the destruction of the water service, with 
hundreds of persons injured and helpless, and thou- 
sands palsied with terror—the Department command- 
er, Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, USA, grasped the 
situation almost on an instant, placed his troops in 
control of the city, and checked the rising tide of con- 
fusion and lawlessness. 


90 Years Ago — Mr. Whittier’s little Winter idyll, 
“Snow-Bound,” has been received with great favor. 
It is not a work of extraordinary feeling, but it is 
a faithful and beautiful picture of simple New Eng- 
land life half a century since.

WAC Retirements

I would like to comment on the 
letter of Lt.Cdr. Edward J. Lysaught, 
USN, Ret’d, in the 7 April issue of 
THE JOURNAL, concerning the retire- 
ment of women officers of the Armed 
Forces. 

The constructive service retire- 
ment act is a mandatory retirement 
which can be used by men as well 
as women so long as they qualify. 
After checking AR 635-130, I find 
that male officers have 2% years 
more creditable time than the wom- 
en officers. Of course, one of the 
basic requiremenis is being Regular 
Army (I suppose the Navy calls them 
“Regular”’). The build-up of Social 
Security Payments could not have 
been accomplished by these women 
officers because they had to be 
“Regular” to qualify for the Con- 
structive Service Benefits and until 
a Bill currently before Congress is 
passed no Regular Service Person- 
nel can accumulate Social Secur- 
ity Payments. 

If the fact that 1,000 troops pa- 
raded for the WAC Lt. Colonel 
concerns you, Commander Lysaught, 
let me remind you of the many pa- 
rades that have been given for re- 
tiring male officers. I’m reminded 
of two very recent ones where some 
2500 troops paraded each time. Ac- 
tually the referred to WAC Lt. 
Colonel joined at a time when there 
was no outlook for retirement or 
retirement benefits or even the pros- 
pect of becoming Regular Army. 

I'm confident that if the Com- 


mander had checked the pertinent 
regulations equality for all in the 
Constructive Service Retirement 
Benefits would have been ascer- 
tained. 

If this letter is printed I prefer 
that my name not be used but rather

Preparation for warfare in the atomic 
age involves increasing speed and effici- 
ency to the greatest possible degree in 
all factors related to the aerial delivery 
of supplies, declared William H. Martin, 
Director of Research and Development, 
Department of the Army, at the opening 
session of the Department of Defense 
Symposium on Aerial Delivery, held at 
Fort Lee, Va., 3-5 April. 

“With our concept that atomic age 
battlefields will call for a highly mobile 
and widely dispersed Army,” Mr. Martin 
said, “we will have to look at the whole 
job as a system which involves the aerial 
transport vehicles, the materials to be 
transported, and their treatment for 
transport.” 

Maj. Gen, K. L. Hastings, The Army 
Quartermaster General, told the con- 
ferees that the military’s present aerial 


delivery system is “cumbersome... ex- 
pensive...and entirely too complicated.” 


Col. Julian M. Lockhart, an Army air 
specialist from Ft. Bragg, N. C., pre- 
dicted that between 1965 and 1970, the 
military should be able to deliver by air 
all supplies needed by front-line soldiers. 


The Aerial Symposium, sponsored by 
the Army Quartermaster Corps under 
the direction of the Department of De- 
fense, attracted military participants 
from the Army, Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, together with civilian gov- 
ernmental, industrial and scientific rep- 
resentatives from across the nation. 

The Marines indicated they wanted to 
boost high speed, low-altitude delivery to 
men on the front lines. Jet fighters, sug- 
gested the Marines, could be exploited 
for the drop. 


MATS Shifts To C-121s, Changes Ports,

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THE REGULAR OFFICER AUG- 
MENTATION BILL garnered more 
help from President Eisenhower’s 
message of last week than any other 
military proposal pending before the 
Congress. Previously laid aside by the 
House Armed Services Committee be- 
cause of expected opposition in the 
Senate, the measure was immediately 
resurrected and Chairman Vinson an- 
nounced that it would be “the next 
bill to be taken up by the Kilday sub- 
committee.” In his message, the Pres- 
ident told the Congress “We cannot 
move too soon in our efforts to in- 
crease the number and quality of 
volunteers for long-term career mili- 
tary service in both enlisted and offi- 
cer ranks.” An attached letter from 
Defense Secretary Wilson specifically 
cited the augmentation plan as “the 
keystone of our efforts to attain an ac- 
ceptable degree of stability in the 
officer corps.” 


MORE RETIRED OFFICERS may 
be employed by the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency if Congress approves 
legislation which was sent to the 
Capitol this week. At present, CIA is 
authorized to employ 15 retired mili- 
tary officers without regard to the 
dual compensation laws. In an omni- 
bus bill, which provides numerous 
benefits for CIA employees, the agen- 
cy has asked that the ceiling on re- 
tired officers employees be boosted 
to 35. 


TWENTY-ONE HUNDRED new 
Capehart houses have been approved 
by the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee for construction at three Air 
Force Bases, and the Committee also 
has approved the purchase of land 
at Altus AFB, Oklahoma, for the con- 
struction of 750 more Capehart plan 
homes. One thousand housing units 
were approved for Dover AFB, Del., 
and McChord AFB, Wash., and 125 
units for McClellan AFB, Calif. 


PENTAGON MANPOWER CHIEF 
Carter Burgess, after receiving high 
praise from Chairman Richard B. 
Russell of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee during hearings on the 
family medical care bill, was told by 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall “You’d 
better cut that out of the record, put 
it in your pocketbook and bring it 
up with you for future hearings.” Sec- 
retary Burgess said he thought he 
would “scotch-tape” the tribute to the 
wall of his office. 


A FURTHER INCREASE in the 
doctor-troop ratio is in the making. 
Assistant Defense Secretary Dr. 
Frank Berry told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that the military 
departments have been patient and 
cooperative under the present “low 
ceiling” of three doctors per thou- 
sand troops. He said, “We hope we 
may increase our ratio.” 


DESPITE THE INTEREST OF 
CHAIRMAN CARL VINSON (D-GA.) 
of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee in the Naval Ordnance Plant 
at Macon, Ga., Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson temporarily has 
ruled out the construction of a new 
$3.8 million building there. Mr. Vin- 
son accompanied Secretary Wilson 
and other ranking Defense officials on 
a tour of the plant last Fall to give 
the Defense Secretary a chance to 
stamp his personal OK on the plans 
for the new facility. As a result of 
the trip, Mr. Wilson not only failed 
to approved the new construction but 
he roundly criticized the “inefficient” 
manufacture of ammunition com- 
ponents at the plant. In a memo to 
the Secretary of the Navy he said “If 





the methods used at the naval ord- 
nance plant, Macon, Ga., are typical 
of the manufacturing establishments 
throughout the Naval service, it indi- 
cates that they should all be carefully 
reviewed as well as this particular 
activity.” He said he could not ap- 
prove the construction of the new 
building until “the Navy has demon- 
strated that the plant in its present 
quarters can be operated efficiently,” 
and that there is sufficient workload 
for the facility. 


THE COST OF SHIPPING AN 
AUTO OVERSEAS for a Navy officer 
is approximately $32 more, on the 
average, than it is for an enlisted man. 
Navy witnessess recently told a Con- 
gressional committee that the aver- 
age rate for shipping an officers’ auto- 
mobile overseas is $238.05. For en- 
listed men it is $206.29. The reason for 
the variance “is partly due to the fact 
that the average tonnage measure- 
ment of an officer’s car does run high- 
er than for an enlisted man’s car. The 
officers have slightly larger cars,” 
the Navy said. 


FUEL FOR THE TECHNICIAN 
PAY BOOST, which the Pentagon 
will propose next year, was supplied 
by VAdm. James L. Holloway, jr., 
USN, Chief of Naval Personnel, dur- 
ing hearings before a House Appro- 
priations subcommittee. Admiral 
Holloway said “Over the last year we 
have had difficulty in finding enough 
men in the high intelligence cate- 
gories to fill our class A electronics 
classes, electronic technicians, fire 
control technicians, and technicians in 
other very complicated ages.” He add- 
ed that the Navy is “pushing all out to 
get quality in our recruits, so that we 
can make the quotas necessary to go 
into these various technical traming 
programs; to get people ready for 
the guided missiles and the mainte- 
nance of advanced fire control equip- 
ment.” 


MARINE CORPS DETACHMENTS 
at Naval shore activities throughout 
the U.S. may be eliminated. Follow- 
ing a tour of the Naval Ordnance 
Plant at Macon, Ga., Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson sent a memo to Navy 
Secretary Thomas pointing out that 
the Marine detachment there (two 
officers and 40 EM) “appears to be an 
expensive and inefficient way to use 
Marine personnel. This guard duty 
could be performed easily by civilian 
guards with considerable saving in 
personnel and money.” The Defense 
Secretary recommended that Mr. 
Thomas “look into this matter both 
at this activity and at similar activi- 
ties throughout the Naval service.” As 
a result, the Navy Secretary has or- 
dered civilian replacements for the 
Marines at Macon. Similar action at 
other bases may follow. 


CHANGES OF STATION are more 
frequent for enlisted Marines than for 
any other group in the Armed Forces, 
according to a report issued by the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee. 
The Committee said the average num- 
ber of months between moves for 
officers and EM on active duty was 
found to increase as the individual 
progressed in grade. That is, junior 
grade officers and EM moved more 
frequently than the senior grade offi- 
cers and EM. The average number of 
months between moves for enlisted 
Marines was 6.5; for Army EM, 8.6; 
for AF enlisted men, 12.0; and for 
Navy EM, 15.6. The average number 
of months between moves for offi- 
cers was: 14.5 in the Marine Corps; 
16.1, Army; 16.8, Air Force, and 19.7, 
Navy. 
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THE SERVICES ARE CONCERNED over heavy losses of

junior officers completing obligated tours. 
Only 1 out of 4 AFROTC graduates who has 
completed flying training is staying on after 
fulfilling his contract; in the Navy, about 

5 out of every 6 ROTC graduates leave the 
service at the end of initial tours. WITH 
THE DEPARTURE of these young officers goes 

a training investment frequently running to 
over $100,000 per man; critical skills are 
being lost. A strong effort will be made to 
reduce the turnover. One technique will be 
to bring young wives more and more into the 


picture, since it’s well known they have a 
powerful say in whether or not a officer 
stays in Service. 


‘OMM1TMENT made by the Pentagon 
to Army, Navy and Air Force Nurses. Legis- 
lation is promised “in the near future” to 
improve the lot of the military nurse. The 
Journal, in a comprehensive report in the 

issue of 4 Feb., pointed out that a new Nurse 
Corps Promotion Act is essential; at the pres- 
ent time, Nurses are discriminated against 

in advancements to major (lieutenant commander) 
and above in comparison with other officers, 
male and female. There’s little doubt that Con- 
gress, once given the facts, will be liberal 

in providing additional benefits for Military 
Nurses. But the "near future” promise must be 
just that, for the present session of Congress 
is past the half-way mark.

Red Cross Leaders Praise the Thousands 
Of Service Wives Who Aid Work Overseas

Tens of thousands of service wives 
overseas are performing important and 
valuable work as members of the 
American Red Cross volunteer program. 

A report on the volunteer work in 
their particular theatres was given by 
two officials of the Red Cross recently 
at the annual conference of top Red 
Cross volunteers of the organization’s 
four stateside areas in Washington, 
> « 

The speakers were Miss Margaret 
Gooch, assistant director of American 
Red Cross volunteer programs in Eu- 
rope, North Africa and the Middle East, 
and Mrs. Donald L. Hardy, wife of Brig. 
Gen. Donald L. Hardy, USAF, Air Chief 
of MAG, the U.S. military mission to 
Japan. Mrs. Hardy is assistant direc- 
tor of the Red Cross Far East Area. 

Mrs. Gooch revealed there were 4000 
regular volunteers in her area, as well 
as another 6000 who give special serv- 
ices from “time to time.” Two thousand 
volunteers, mostly wives of military 
personnel, are serving through the Red 


Cross in Japan, Okinawa and the 
Philippines. 
Volunteer service in Europe and 


North Africa, Miss Gooch said, varies 
widely with local needs, from assisting 
with hot lunches for children in the 
U.S. dependent schools in France, to 
help by professional nurses in hospitals, 
dispensaries, and clinics. It includes 
Gray Lady Service in 48 hospitals, 
clerical help to principals of dependent 
schools and manning of Red Cross of- 
fices at small military stations which 
are visited regularly by field directors 
who cover more than one office. 

“This last job is extremely important 
for morale,” Miss Gooch observed. 
“It’s so much better for a serviceman 
with a problem to be greeted by a sym- 
pathetic woman than merely by a sign 
saying ‘Office Hours Tuesday, 9 to 12’. 

“Some of these aides are being trained 
to handle some of the less professional- 
ized work of the field director in his 


the times of regular visits to thes 
small stations.” 

At Nouasseur, in French Morocco, at 
the special request of the Air Force, 
volunteers serve hot drinks and dough- 
nuts to personnel of Air Force wings 
arriving on non-stop flights from the 
States for training. They also meet in- 
coming dependents at the MATS ter- 
minal, to relieve the bewilderment of 
arrival in a strange country. 

Mrs. Hardy discussed one aspect of 
her work as deputy director of volun- 
teers for the Far East—the direction 
of the Red Cross schools for Japanese 
brides of U.S. servicemen. 

“Our men are marrying Japaness 
girls at a rapid rate,” she said. “Fiv« 
thousand in the Tokyo-Yokohama area 
alone since 1951. 

“The purpose of our Brides’ School 
is to give the Japanese girls a picture 
of the life they may expect to lead in 
the United States and to teach them 
how to live under conditions so com- 
pletely alien to their experience. 

“Our volunteer instructors include 
homemakers, nurses, and professors of 
history and geography. Some of the 
latter are enlisted through the Ful- 
bright Commission. 

“The students are taken to American 
PX’s and commissaries to be shown how 
to market ‘in American.’ They are told 
how to budget on their husbands’ in- 
comes. They are taught the use of 
American electrical appliances. They 
are given our home nursing courses in 
care of the sick and the care of babies 

“Also, and very important, they are 
told something of American history and 
traditions, and of the customs and prej- 


udices they may encounter in small 
and middle-sized American commu- 
nities. We have a lawyer tell them 


what their legal rights are as the wives 
of American citizens.”

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INDUSTRY IN DEFENSE 





NEW ejectable cockpit capsule, de- 

signed to standardize the modern 
aircraft cockpit to meet basic require- 
ments for efficient operation, escape 
and survival, wide mission capability 
and economy, has reached the devel- 
opment stage. 

In the event of an emergency, the 
entire unit can be jettisoned manually 
or automatically. Stabilizing fins will 
extend as separation from the main 
fuselage occurs and a drag chute em- 
ployed. When the unit attains the 
proper speed the main parachute sys- 
tem will be activated by the drag chute. 
An altitude control will be used on the 
main chute system. 

The new device, resulting from 
studies by Douglas Aircraft Company 
for the Office of Naval Research, was 
displayed at the Aeromedical Associa- 
tion Meeting at the Drake Hotel, Chi- 
cago, Ill., on 18 April. 

In addition to providing a recover- 
able escape device for the pilot and 
the plane’s electronic equipment, the 
cockpit unit will be interchangeable 
with other aircraft. 


For ground fire escape or accidental 
firing, the landing attitude will be con- 
trolled to provide a maximum energy 
absorption by the structure rather than 
the pilot upon contact with the ground. 
The entire unit will float if it lands in 
water and will be equipped with stabil- 
izing and retrieving equipment. 

The Navy points out that the stand- 
ard capsule will utilize a larger number 
of identical parts, and as a result will 
lower the basic cost of manufacture 
and repair. It also will reduce design 
time for the cockpit area of new types of 
planes. 

The detachable capsule will be able 
to be utilized as an operational flight 
trainer. Briefings and dress rehearsals 
for actual combat missions will be able 
to be performed with the pilot in the 
cockpit, whether on land, aboard ship, 
or in the air. 


It is foreseen that with the advent 
of atomic powered planes, the cockpits 
will be able to be removed and stored 
separately from the power plant to 
avoid contamination. 





AMF Gets Missile 


Systems Contract 


An $11-million initial production con- 
tract for the assembly and manufacture 
of guided missile handling and launch- 
ing systems has been received by the 
American Machine & Foundry Company. 

At the same time, the Air Force has 
assigned a plant in Rochester, N. Y., 
to AMF for the missile systems produc- 
tion work. The plant, 200,000 square feet 
large, formerly was operated by the A. O. 
Smith Corp. for the production of B-52 
components. 

The missile work was actually subcon- 
tracted by the Radio Corporation of 
America, the missile launching and guid- 
ance system prime contractor to the Air 
Force. The new contract boosts AMF’s 
backlog of defense business to more than 
$58-million. 

The work to be undertaken by AMF 
is an extension of design, engineering 
and manufacturing operations which 
have been under way in the company’s 
Greenwich Laboratories and its Brooklyn 
manufacturing facilities for more than a 
year. The company expects to take pos- 
session of the plant next month, and, 
after rearrangement of plant facilities, 
start hiring new employees in the fall.

On 3-Shift Basis

ORTH American’s Rocketdyne Divi- 

sion and the U. S. Air Force, in a 
power-reverse operation, teamed up this 
week to put high pressured heat on a 
group of visiting newsmen. 

With Defense Department approval, 
the Air Force-North American Propulsion 
Field Laboratory, operated by Rocket- 
dyne, was opened briefly for a restricted 
press inspection. 

Here, at an elevation of 1,800 feet, crack 
engineers are testing rocket engines that 
will power aircraft, missiles and earth 
satellites of the future. 

Not only the Air Force, but also the 
Army and Navy will benefit from research 
tests being conducted here. 

An indication of the intensity of the 
work being accomplished to push rocket 
knowledge forward is the fact that the 
firing from the test stands is conducted 
on a two-shift basis, with a third shift 
for maintenance. 

Though barred from disclosing details, 
North American Vice President L. L. 
Waite, in charge of the Autonetics and 
Missiles Development Division, told how 
the laboratory—largest facility of its 
kind in the Western World—is helping 
to pave the way for better defense 
weapons. 

Samuel K. Hoffman, General Manager 
of Rocketdyne, widely recognized as one 
of the world’s foremost authorities on 
rocket propulsion, explained to reporters 
at a mountaintop news conference how 
North American’s expanding role in this 
field required establishment of separate 
division late last year. 

From Mr. Jim Broadston, Manager of 
this fantastic test center located among 
craggy hills that frequently have been 
used for action shots in cowboy movies, 
came a description of work being done by 
Rocketdyne here and also at the Air Force 
Flight Test Center at Edwards AFB, 
Calif., and at the Patrick AFB, Fla. Mis- 
sile Center. 

For the first time, reporters were al- 
lowed to watch test rocket firing at this 
Laboratory. They saw rocket engines, ca- 
pable of accelerating missiles to super- 
sonic speeds, being tested on a mammoth 
stand anchored deeply in bed rock to 
withstand many thousands of pounds of 
thrust. 

They saw a roaring 75 foot plume of 
flame and great blasts of sound bounced 
against rocky walls of canyon far from 
population sites. 

Almost 2,000 men and women work at 
the Laboratory, which is described by 
Company officials as “A World of To- 
morrow.” 





Transportation System 
Better Than Ever 


Clark Hungerford, president of the Na- 
tional Defense Transportation Associa- 
tion, declared recently that the trans- 
portation system in this country is 
stronger and better able to take care of 
emergency requirements than ever be- 
fore.

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Air Force Undrapes Its “Hottest Shape” 
As Lockheed F-104A Gets Public Showing 


PALMDALE, CALIF. 


AILED by General O. P. Weyland, 
H USAF, Commander of the Tactical 
Air Command at Langley AFB, Va., as 
“much more than just another fighter 
... a significant and tremendous step 
forward,” the world’s fastest combat air- 
plane, the Lockheed F-104A Starfighter, 
powered by the new General Electrix J-79 
jet engine, was given its first publie show- 


ing here this week. 
Soon it will be on its way to opera- 
tional squadrons, following exhaustive 


tests at such Air Force centers as the 
Air Proving Ground, Eglin AFB, Fla. 
Assignment of the midget-winged Star- 
fighter to General Weyland’s command 
will give TAC a plane which is expected 


to achieve speeds from 1300 to 1400 miles | 


per hour. 


Most Advanced Airplane 

General Nathan F. Twining, 
Chief of Staff, calls the Starfighter “the 
most advanced airplane of its type ever 
developed.” 

More than 200 newsmen, company ofli- 
cials and Air Force officers gathered here 
to watch General Weyland press a button 
which unfolded stage-size golden drapes 
to show off the Starfighter for the first 
time in public. 

Pinned to the drapes was a sign which 
carried this legend: 

“Behind these drapes is 
shape’ in the Air Force.” 

The roll-out of the F-104 was followed 
by a spectacular flight demonstration 
here in which the X model and produc- 
tion model were put through their paces 
by Herman R. “Fish” Salmon, Lockheed 
Chief Engineering Tc t Pilot, and Joe W. 
Ozier, Engineering Test Pilot. 

The commentary for the flight demon- 
stration was handk ~ by A. W. “Tony” 
LeVier, Lockheed Director of Flying Op- 
erations. 

At one point, newsmen heard Mr. Le- 
Vier ask over the radio where Mr. Salm- 
on was flying the ultrasonic F-104 at the 
moment. Test Pilot Salmon replied that 
From Mr. LeVier

“I’m over the ocean.” 
came back the quick question: “Which 
ocean?” 


The leading edge of the F-104 is so 
keen that a felt covering is used to pro- 
tect ground crewmen when the plane is 
not flying. 

Foremost features claimed for the new 
air weapon include: 

1. Most powerful jet engine, thrust per 
pound, yet developed. 

2. First downward ejection system for 
a production jet fighter. 

3. A T-shaped “flying tail.” 

Optimum speed and maneuverability 
were given the fighter by trimming out 
all possible airframe weight and striving 
for simplicity rather than complexity of 
operation, Hall L. Hibbard, Lockheed en- 
gineering vice president said. 


“Light-weight Fighter” 

Weighing less than any operational jet 
combat plane—the F-104A is a “light- 
weight fighter in everything except strik- 
ing. power,” according to C. L. Johnson, 
former chief engineer of Lockheed’s Cali- 
fornia Division and newly appointed vice 
president for research and development. 

It has been ordered in quantity. 


The T-shaped empennage is called a 


“flying tail’ because the entire surface of 
the horizontal stabilizer moves. There is 
no elevator on the thin stabilizer, which 
is located almost at the top of a high, 
swept-back vertical fin. 

The XF-104, first flown in February, 
1954, is powered by a Curtiss-Wright J-65 
turbojet with afterburner. 

First production model F-104As are 
scheduled for delivery to tactical units in 
the near future. Early production air- 
planes are undergoing exhaustive tests in 
the meantime. 

“With all its power and performance, 
this bird should be too hot to handle,” 
Herman R. (Fish) Salnon, Lockheed 
chief engineering test pilot, recounted. 
“Far from it, though. It is smooth to con- 
trol and responds with precision and 
speed.” 

Lockheed independently designed and 
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Starfighter Jet Plant 
Gives Economy Punch 


PALMDALE, CALIF. 

The General Electric J-79 jet engine 
which powers the Lockheed F-104A Star- 
lighter “can produce more thrust per 
pound of engine weight than any other 
engine in its power class.” 

That was the statement made here by 
Lockheed and GE officials in connection 
with the rollout of the F-104A. 

Mr. J. S. Parker, general manager of 
the Aircraft Gas Turbine Division of 
General Electric, called the J-79 “the 
most significant advance the company 
has made in the jet engine field since it 
developed the J-47.” 

The J-79, the first supersonic engine 
scheduled for production by GE, com- 
bines a small frontal area with a high 
thrust output, low weight and good sub- 
sonic fuel economy. These characteristics 
give the engine “unusually wide versa- 
tility for fighter, bomber, interceptor and 
missile application,” an official statement 
reported. 

Although indicating that the J-79 has 
not yet achieved its maximum potential, 
Mr. Gerhard Neumann, General Manager 
of GE's Jet Engine Department at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, called this power plant 
“the hottest engine in the world today.” 


built a prototype two-seat version of the 
Starfighter. Planned for combat and two- 
man flight-check work, the tandem fight- 
er also has been ordered by the Air 
Force. 


Design Simplicity 

An example of the design simplicity ap- 
plied to the Starfighter is a new “in- 
tegrated electronics system” devised by 
Lockheed. By repackaging the various 
communication and navigation compo- 
nents, it was found that they could be in- 
stalled as a series of inter-connecting but 
self-sustaining units. 

The separate units can be quickly 
plugged in place, or unplugged, to pro- 
vide the airplane with only the elec- 
tronics equipment needed for a specific 
mission being flown. Unnecessary weight 
is thus eliminated. 

The downward ejection system, first of 
its kind to be installed in a production 
jet fighter, adds safety by removing the 
possibility of a pilot colliding with any 
part of the airplane following ejection. 

To eject himself the pilot has only to 
pull a handle to start an automatic chain 
of events: (a) the cockpit is depressur- 
ized and the stick pops forward out of 
the way; (b) the parachute shoulder 
harness snaps onto the pilot, his legs are 
pulled close to the body by “mechanical 
straps,” and ankle clamps hold the feet 
in place; (c) an explosive cartridge re- 
leases the escape hatch and jettisons the 
seat downward and outward; (d) the 
pilot’s seat belt unsnaps, freeing him 
from his seat, and at a pre-set altitude 
the parachute opens. 

With the cockpit placed weli up front, 
looking over the plane’s pinpoint nose, 
the pilot has over-all visibility compara- 
ble to a motorist seated on the hood in- 
stead of behind the wheel of his car. 


Wing Structure 

In order to take advantage of the 
space within the fuselage for installa- 
tion of equipment, the Starfighter’s stub- 
by wings do not extend through the 
fuselage as a single structural unit but 
are joined separately to the fuselage. 

The wings have 10 degrees of negative 
dihedral—which means that they slant 
downward slightly—and both the leading 
and trailing edges taper toward the cen- 
ter line of the wing. Wing tips are 
squared off. The wing is located nearly 
two-thirds of the way back on the fuse- 
lage. 

Lockheed engineers listed two unusual 
structural features which resulted from 
the wing’s extreme thinness ratio: (a) 
main landing gear is built to retract into

Carthy Range in memory of Staff Set. 
Harry Levington McCarthy, jr., who was 
a member of the Eighth Air Force. A 
waist gunner, Sergeant McCarthy was 
killed in 1943 on his 17th bombing mis- 
sion. 

The rifle club was named the Corbett 
Rifle Club in tribute to John Rochard 
Corbett, who served as a Marine first 
lieutenant until his death in 1943 on New 
Georgia Island in the South Pacific.

the fuselage, rather than into the wing 
as in most fighters; (b) jettisonable tip- 
tanks fit over the wingtip like a glove, 
instead of being completely separate 
appendages. 


Provisions have been made for under- 
wing pylon tanks if needed for extra fuel. 


A flap on the leading edge of the wing 
reduces the plane’s landing speed and 
cuts down on its takeoff run. There is 
also a flap on the wing trailing edge and 
an aileron near the wing tip. Dive flaps, 
or brakes, are located back of the wing 
and about midway up the side of the 
fuselage. 


The large engine access door, on the 
bottom of the fuselage, serves a dual pur- 
pose. In addition to providing ready ac- 
cess to the engine, the door’s inner panel 
holds most of the plane’s hydraulic equip- 
ment, to facilitate servicing. 

Another unique maintenance feature of 
the F-104A is attributable to its down- 
ward type seat ejection system. By re- 
moving the escape hatch underneath the 
cockpit the entire seat installation can be 
slid down and out, thereby providing 
stand-up working room for a technician. 

The F-104A is equipped with a landing 
drag parachute of the same type as on 
Lockheed’s F-94C Starfire jet interceptor. 

Dimensions of the Starfighter are: 
height, 13 feet, 6 inches; length 54 feet, 
9 inches; span, wingtip to wingtip, 21 
feet, 11 inches.
